Tangible evidence of Edmonton's 
industrial growth is shown in an. in- 
dustrial survey report which has just 
been completed by the joint industries 
committee of the city council, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Industrial Associa- 
tion and the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association. Last year the total pro- 
duction of Edmonton plants and fac- 
tories had a value of $34,507,642, an 
Increase of $788.447 over the previous 
year, the report shows. 

A total of 208 firms were included 
in the survey, an increase of 11 over 
the previous year. A wide range of 
manufactured articles are produced in 
Edmonton by the various plants. 

The invested capital totals $17,284,- 
124, an increase of $1,670,686. A total 
of 4,375 males are employed, 198 up 
for 1928, Female emplovees totalled 
1207 wh'‘ch represented a decrease of 
133 from the previous year. 

The year’s payroll of all employees 
Was $6,422,446, an increase of $357,- 
393, while the plants and factories 
consumed $22,971,024 worth of raw 
materials, which represented an in- 
crease of $788,447.

Blood tests showed that the five men 
found dead in a motor car near Regina 
were killed by carbon monoxide, and 
not by cold or exhaustion. That fact 
ought to be made widely known. If 
that is not done the wild notion may 
be perpetuated in other parts of the 
contfnent that western Canada is a 
country where able-bodied men freeze 
to death in a heated car in the month of 
October. 

A stronger reason is that people are 
asphyxiated every day in winter in cars 
or garages, and the only hope of avert- 
ing such tragedies is to drive home the 
fact that a closed car or a closed 
garage may be turned into a lethal 
chamber by simply starting the engine. 
The Regina occurrence was surely grue- 
some enough to stand as a terrible 
reminder that carbon monoxide is just 
another name for sudden death. 


MATTHEW McCAULEY 

To have been elected first chairman 
of the Edmonton public school board, 
first mayor of the town, member of the 
Northwest Assembly, and member of 
the first Provincial Legislature, is a 
record which bespeaks the esteem in 
which the late Matthew McCauley was 
held, and also his interest in and 
aptitude for public affairs. 

The part Mr. McCauley played in 
the early days of this frontier com- 
muni.y was an important one, as a 
busiuess man and a public representa- 
tive. His strong common sense was 
proverbial, and he placed no limit upon 
the time and energy he devoted to the 
protection of the public interests and 
the advancement of the general welfare. 

For a number of years Mr. McCauley 
has resided elsewhere than in Edmon- 
ton, but his genial personality lives in 
the memory of thousands of its citizens. 
His name stands permanently asso- 
ciated with the beginnings here of 
municipal organization, and he was one 
of the very few survivors of those who 
have had the distinction of occupying 
seats in both the Assembly of the 
Northwest Territories and the Legis- 
lature of Alberta. 


PARK IMPROVEMENT 


The city council is asking the tax- 
payers for permission to spend $25,000 
next year in capital improvements at 
some of the parks. The sum is required 
to cover the cost of putting the new 
recreation field in shape at the old 
penitentiary site, conditioning one of 
the new parks on the H. B. reserve, and 
doing minor improvement work at the 
South Side park. 

Edmonton probably has more park 
property and less real “park” than any 
other city of the population in Canada. 
Provision has been made, by purchase 
and otherwise, for more or less exten- 
sive breathing places in nearly all parts 
of the city. But it would be difficult 
to distinguish most of these park sites 
from an ordinary patch of brush; while 
there is only one park in the citv, that 
on the South Side, that is really an 
attractive place. 

For many years nothing. or almost 
nothing, has been done in the way of 
park improvements. If the citizens are 
to get anything in return for the monev 
that has been put into park sites it will 
be necessary to transform these into 
actual parks. For such purpose the 
sum of $25,000 is woefully small; but 
it is something, and that much better 
than nothing. The bylaw should carry. 


WHAT ABOUT THE COAL RATE? 

Barring Russian coal from Canada 
was a step in the right direction, but it 
does not go very far toward helping to 
mar'ret Canadian coal in Canada. 

The coal! that Russ’a has been shin- 
ping into Montreal is anthracite. It 
comes directly in competition in cent- 
ral Canada with anthracite from the 
United States and Wales.

The inference to be drawn from the 
exclusion of Russian coal was that Can- 
adian mines were to be given every rea- 
sonable peortuy to supply the Cana- 
dian market. From the viewpoint of 
the Alberta miner it does not matter a 
bit whether it is Russian or United 
States anthracite that is “dumped” into 
the Ontario market so long as freight 
rates shut him out of that area until the 
bins have been filled.

Article 9 
PROVINCIAL PARKS 

In the Town Planning Act, 1929, provision was 
made for th: purchase of land for provincia] park 
purposes. In March, 1930, The Provincial Parks 
and protected Areas Act was passed, under the 
provisions of which a provincial parks board has 
been appointed, composed of: Mr. J. D. Robertson. 
deputy minister of public works, >; Mr. 
Alex. Paton, provincial landscape gardener; Mr. 
— L. Seymour, provincial director of town 

nning. 

This board will have charge of the control and 
management of provincial parks. Provision is also 
made for the appointment, by the province, of a 
bogrd of management ior any particular park or 
area 

Under the provisions of the Parks and Protected 
Areas Act there may also be constituted “protected” 
areas for the purpose of protecting and preserving 
therein objects of nmaturz] beauty, fossil remains 
or other objects, animate or inanimate, of geological, 
ethnological, historical or other scientific interest 
In such protected areas there may be forbidden 
or regulated the excavation of fossil remains, and 
penalties may be prescribed including those for 
interference with “historic objects.”

Wagner left his manuscripts | 
with Liszt and hastened into 
Prance. After a few weeks in Paris, | 
he went to Zurich in Switzerland, | 
where he became a naturalized sub- | 
ject. There, for many years, he | 
was an exile from his native 
country. 

His health, at first, gave way. 
Isolation from his countrymen 
brought on Melancholia, dyspepsia | 
followed, and, to top all, he had 
an attack of erysipelas.

Don't be Penny Wise Pound Foolish! 


Has it ever occurred to you that bargains, even henest-to-goodnesa 


bargains, are not always an unmixed blessing? 


Of course many so called bargains are not real bargains at all. Like the 
rosy apple that is rotten at the core, they appear to be something that 
they are not. A bargain 1s only a real bargain when it is offered you ata 
price less than what the article is really worth. 


Due to causes that predicate a loss to some Canadian producer, real 
bargains are sometimes available to you. And when they are, and you 
need the articles offered, you would be foolish not to take full advantage 
of them. For if you don’t, someone else will! Meanwhile anyone buying 
them is doing the Canadian producer a good turn by helping him to 
dispose of merchandise that, for one reason or another, he is compelled 
to convert into immediate money. 


But when the subject of the bargain is a foreign-made article, the whole 
situation takes on a different aspect. 


Like as not the foreign producer, whom you would he helping out of a 
jam if you purchased his bargain, has a production cost that is far below 
the Canadian cost of producing the same article. And if you were to 
institute enquiries with a view to finding out why his production cost was 
so much lower, like as not you would find 1t was because he was paying 
his en ployees rates of wages that were away below the scale paid for 
similar work in this country. 


In that event, it would be reasonably safe to assume that a much lower 
standard of living prevails among the workers in his country than pre- 
vails here. Possibly he requires his employees to work longer hours than 
is customary in Canada. Possibly the laws of his country are not as strict 
as they are here regarding the employment of child labour. Possibly he 
is not taxed, as Canadian manufacturers are taxed, to ensure compensa~ 
tion on a reasonable scale being paid his workmen who suffer injury in 
the course of their employment. Possibly he is not required to maintain 
his factory at anything like as high standards of ventilation, of sanita- 
tion, of heating, of lighting, of protection against fire and accident, as 
are in force in Canada. 


In all these matters— hours of labour, rates of wages, standards of living, 
factory inspection, social legislation and industrial betterment work 
Canada is much more advanced than most of the nations that make 
products similar to hers. The result is that Canadian wage earners are 
more fortunately circumstanced in almost every way, than are the 
wage earners in most other countries. Obviously they can only hope to 
retain those advantages as long as their employers, the manufacturers of 
Canada, are able to overcome in the domestic market the competition of 
foreign-made goods that are produced under longer working hours, 
lower wage scales, and lower standards of living. For should the time ever 
come when they can no longer compete, either their Canadian employees 
must agree to wage reductions and the loss of decent living conditions, 
or the manufacturers themselves must close up shop. 


You can see therefore what serious trouble these bargains in foreign- 
made goods may cause you--what serious trouble any foreign-made 
goods may cause you whether they be bargains or not-—if you allow 
yourself to be persuaded into buying them. Should you say there is 
nothing harmful in buying them once in a while, you will probably see 
nothing harmful in buying them every chance you get. And if you buy 
them every chance you get, you cannot blame others for doing the same 
thing. Once everybody in Canada starts doing it, you know what will 
happen! 

So for the sake of a smal!/ immediate saving or merely to satistly a passing 
whim, why run the risk of setting in train a movement that ina few years 
might easi/y prove your undoing! Wouldn't it be far better for you, and 
your family, and all your friends, to stand fast by the policy of buying 
“Produced-in-Canada,”’ as the surest means of protecting Canadian 
rates of wages and Canadian standards of living?
